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Harnessing the Lord Mayor's 
Coach at the City Greenyard 
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Judges, Parents and Horse Shows 
We have recently had an experience which we’d like to share with 
all parents of children who ride and show. We judged a horse show, and 
came out of it extremely chastened, and with a great deal more under- 
standing of a judge’s problems. 


No matter how good any particular child was, we never got a per- 
fect performance. All day long we had to balance positive points against 
negative points, and then compare each balance against another child’s 
effort. Child X had lovely hands, but his feet swung like pendulums. 
Child Y had perfect legs, but an unyielding, poker-stiff back, while 
another child, actually a very competent rider, insisted on looking like 
the Hunchback of Notre Dame. 


It went on and on like that, all day. We saw things we had never, in 
all our considerable show-watching experience, ever noticed before. 


There were children who rode well throughout the show, but who 
were consistently out-ridden by someone else. And there were children 
who rode to the top in two classes, only to let down on some small 
point and be beaten by a lesser rider who suddenly put everything to- 
gether in a third class. 


We became aware that a judge’s purpose is to teach the child by 
letting him know whether or not he has achieved the required compe- 
tence to be equal to or better than anyone else in his class. A parent, 
we became convinced, sees his own child’s positive points and every- 
one else’s child’s negative points, and does not balance things off be- 
cause he doesn’t have to. A judge has to see all points and balance them 
all. Since different judges value different points differently, a child who 
wins consistently before one judge may very well lose consistently be- 
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fore another. It is only when he 
achieves perfection in all depart- 
ments that a child will be able to 
do well before all judges. 

All in all, we think no parentis 
in a position to say his child should 
have won, because no parent has to 
or does use the gimlet-eyed con- 
centration the judge has touse, and 
no parent has to or does do the 
balancing off and comparing the 
judge has to do. 

Children know all this, and 
appreciate it. They also know what 
they have done wrong, or could 
have done better, and they take the 
judge’s decision without demur, 

So should their parents. It is 
permissible to inquire of a judge 
what the faults were, so that they 
may be worked on and corrected, 
but for a parent to argue a decision, 
or fuss about it loudly is only to 
show his ignorance, bias and lack 
of sportsmanship. Such action both 
embarrasses and harms a child, 
and often times prevents the child 
from learning enough ever to be- 
come a real champion. Further- 
more, children with sore-headed 
parents ultimately become sore- 
heads themselves. 

We wish it wefe possible to re- 
quire all parents of riding children 
to judge an entire equitation div- 
ision at least once during their 
lives. It is a humbling experience 
which leaves one most disinclined 
ever to argue or dispute a decision 
again. Since that is not possible, 
then those parents who cannot bring 
themselves to accept decisions 
without whimpering or howling or 
fussing would be doing their chil- 
dren a real favor if they were to 
stay home.

(Practically every time) on a Winters hint. 
After supper one night, Mr. Verch was 


shooting off his mouth to his wife, as 
feeble-minded service managers do at 
times, and he brought up the subject of 
Mr. Winters and his hints. Before he could 
bite off his tongue, he blabbed out that he 
had won $8,20 by investing $2 on one of Mr. 
Winters’ first-time starters. 

While she was spending the money the 
next day, Mrs. Verch’s mind got to work- 
ing.

Why Do Dominant Sire Lines Collapse 


A Comment On The Hewitt Editorial 


Ted Schaps 


The Up and Down of sirelines and their 
sometimes total disappearance from 
prominence has been a fact which has 
baffled breeders ever since the Thorough- 
bred breed has existed. There is, of course 
an undeniable element of chance, however, 
it is not all chance, To explain the phen- 
omenon we have to draw on theories and 
facts. 

If we take a good look at the pedigrees 
of stallions which made fairly recent 
history in the United States we find that 
without three mares the most dominant 
sirelines of recent years would not be 
dominant at all. It was Spearmint’s daugh- 
ter Plucky Liege who, to the cover of 
*Teddy foaled *Sir Gallahad 3d and *Bull- 
dog. Without this mare the *Teddy line in 
America would be well represented only 
through Sun Teddy via Sun Again. This 
same Plucky Liege produced by other 
sires in Europetwo more highly success- 
ful stallions in Bois Roussell and Admiral 
Drake. Chaucer’s daughter, the celebrated 
Selene, was well known in America before 
she became the dam of Hyperion, as two 
of her sons by Phalaris set the stage for 
an American Phalaris line. These horses 
were *Sickle and *Pharamond 2d, The very 
fashionable sires Tom Fool and Native 
Dancer are today’s outstanding represen- 
tatives of this branch of the Phalaris line. 
The Hyperion line’s great success in 
America points therefore strongly to 
Selene’s influence. 

Next we have in *Nasrullah and *Royal 
Charger members of another branch of 
the Phalaris line and again both of these 
great stallions have closeup on the distaff 
side the famous mare Mumtaz Mahal, 
known already in the pedigree of the 
excellent stallion *Mahmoud, We could add 
to those three important mares Pharos’ 
daughter Lavendula, the dam of the lead- 
ing sire *Ambiorix and the second dam of 
such sires as *My Babu and *Turn-to, If 
the Tourbillon line is ever going to havea 
foothold in America it likely will be 
through *My Babu or *Ambiorix. These 
few examples make a strong case for the 
theories of men like Goos and Frentzel, 
the first two hippologists who took the 
trouble to classify mare families, Later 
on Bruce Lowe reclassified these mare 
families, numbered them differently and 
evaluated them, The much debated and 
much maligned FigureSystem which Bruce 
Lowe and his friend Allison preached, did 
have the importance of famous mares in 
pedigrees as its basis. 

While I believe that certain mares had 
a tremendous influence in the making of 
sirelines, stallions like *Teddy, Phalaris 
and Gainsborough were at least equally 
important in shaping the male lines of such 


great virility. Yet many other great 
sires of the past have not been able to 
keep their names prominent through 
several generations. 

In the days before syndications great 
racehorses were mostly retired to their 
owners’ private stud farms. There they 
competed quite often with their own sires 
for the older proven mares of the farm. 
Most of the mares, recruited 
from the owner’s racing stable, were 
by the same sire as the young stallion, 
some perhaps otherwise closely related 
through their dam’s families. This limit- 
ed the chances of the young sire from the 
start since he had to look for outside sup- 
port to prove himself, In times when trans- 
portation was more of a problem than it 
is now, this additional limitation was put 
on the quality of such outside mares. 
Even if the young stallion was prepotent 
enough to make good, his best sons and 
grandsons found the road to the top very 
much uphill. A large group of good young 
mares were Closely related to these young 
stallions. This brings us to inbreeding. 

I will not go into statistics or lengthy 
details on this much discussed matter. 
The success of close inbreeding in other 
branches of animal husbandry had led 
many people to advocate such practices 
for the production of better Thorough- 
breds. In racehorses, however, soundness 
of limb and disposition are prime factors, 
and unsoundness is more easily detected 
on the racetrack than through such tests 
as other breeds of horses or cattle are 
subjected to. Many breeders all over the 
world blame close inbreeding for much of 
the existing unsoundness; a few examples 
of high class inbred horses do not change 
the overall picture. So there is good rea- 
son to believe that the grandsons of great 
‘sires are at a distinct disadvantage be-

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cause of the problem of inbreeding, An 
important argument against inbreeding is 
the fact that a sireline is often kept going 
or made newly prominent in a foreign coun- 
try, where a young stallion from a famous 
line finds a new group of mares, The St, 
Simon line was kept alive in such a way 
and now, through reimportations into the 
land of its origin, is suddenly very strong 
again. The Jersey Act kept American lines 
for many years out of international circul- 
ation. Since it was revoked the American 
Fair Play line, for instance, has gathered 
strength through the efforts of Relic who 
was for several years a leading sire in 
France and is now in England, Hfs son 
Buisson Ardent has already shown great 
promise as a sire in Ireland. Bull Lea’s 
son Hill Gail, also at stud in Ireland, has 
already produced a classic winner abroad, 
Orsenigo, who stood at stud in Italy andis 
now in Brazil, has done more than the many 
other high class sons of the great German 
horse Oleander to keep that line alive, 
There exists an interesting theory, origi- 
nated by Darwin, that bloodlines when 
brought to foreign countries and after 
flourishing there for a generation or two, 
may be brought back to the country of 
origin and reintroduced to animals close 
of kin without the ill effects of inbreed- 
ing. 

There are also Nearco and Donatello 
2d, both raised in Italy and both brought 
back for stud duty to England; at this time 
both head the strongest branches of the 
Phalaris and *Blenheim 2d lines respec- 
tively. 

In conclusion I feel that any outstand- 
ing sire is the LAST in achievement, One 
cannot expect his best sons (though they 
may have been better racehorses than the 
old man) to equal or better his performance 
at stud. If we searchthe history of Man we 
find it just as exceptional when sons can 
equal the achievements of famous fathers. 
Under present conditions those prepotent 
stallions whose sons are sold into other 
parts of the racing and breeding world, 
have the best chance to perpetuate their 
sireline.

Shortly after the first world war, a 
neighbor of mine, Sam Willetts, an ex- 
Master of the Meadow Brook Hounds, 
dropped over to my stable at Syosset. 
Sam would have nothing but grey horses 
and if he acquired one of another color, 
he never kept it long. I had been winning 
in lots of hunter classes with his nice 
conformation greys and he had just heard 
that I was going to spend the winter in 
England and would I bring him backa grey 
yearling filly. He would gouptoa thousand 
dollars, landed in New York, As it meant 
just one horse more inmy shipment home, 
I readily agreed. 

However, I could not seem to come 
across a sound grey filly and had almost 
forgotten about it, when one Monday morn- 
ing at a Tattersall’s auction at Knights- 
bridge, London, I noticed a grey filly in 
the catalogue and, after a good look at 
her, knew that I had found Sam’s filly. 
Well, I bought her for $360. She was by 
the French horse, ‘‘The Book” soI named 
her Sequel and broke her before I shipped 
her. 

She arrived in my Syosset home in 
April 1922, but Sam never came to pick 
her up so there was nothing left for me 
to do but race her myself. As I only had 
‘chasers at this time I sent her to Ernie

Heider at Belmont Park to train. She 
never showed much speed until a muddy 
track came up. Anyway, I took her to 
Saratoga with a few of the jumpers, hoping 
we would get some rain, 

The end of the meeting drew near and 
I decided to start her, even if it was dry, 
so I placed her in a maiden race, not in- 
tending to have a bet down. But, as she 
was leaving the paddock a tropical storm 
came up. By the time she reached the 
starter, the track was a quagmire. Irush- 
ed in to bet on her, got as good as 30 to 
1, and she won easily. 

So, at the Belmont meeting I waited 
for her track and put her ina $5000 claim- 
ing race with an apprentice boy up. This 
was before starting gates and as she got 
to the tape she whirled and lost her jockey, 
ran around the track, jumped the track 
fence and headed for the stable. After a 
consultation, the stewards signalled the 
starter to send the field away without her. 
But by the time they got the jocks up and 
the field of 14 lined up, Sequel appeared 
again, being galloped to the post by the 
stable boy. They threw my apprentice up, 
the bell rang and she won. 

She was claimed from me and [had bet 
on her away from the track, taking closing 
odds, She opened at 3 to 1, but she closed 
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at 20 to 1. All in all, through an accident, 
Sequel paid for my next year’s hunting. 

The following account of the above race 
appeared in one of the New York news- 
papers. 

SEQUEL RUNS AWAY FROM POST, 
BUT RETURNS IN TIME TO WIN, 

Filly Sets Out, on Wild Sprint After 
Losing Jockey, While Cassidy Holds Up 
the Race; Truant Comes Back, Still Full 
of Running, and Triumphs.

Life would be a tragedy, indeed, if one 
could not laugh now and then, and horse- 
racing would be as bad as prison walls 
but for its little jokes. But down at pic- 
turesquely beautiful Belmont Park yester- 
day afternoon one was pulled that won the 
brown derby hands down, A. J. Davis’s 
Sequel won the fifth race at five and a 
half furlongs, after she had played truant 
from starter Mars Cassidy to explore the 
beauties of this highly advertised racing 
establishment, fore and aft. 

The joke was on everybody generally 
but particularly so on the hardy men of 
the lawn who chalk up the odds. The ste- 
wards tried to horn into it also but Cas- 
sidy, who has a sense of humor, wouldn’t 
permit them, Like Nelson of old, he put 
his telescope to his blindest eye as the 
stewards waved straw hat signals to him 
to start the race without Sequel, and ex- 
claimed to his drawn, white-faced assist-

Sequel ran away a mile, a mile and a 
half or two miles. Willful truancy you 
might call it. She went it alone. She even 
objected to the company of little E. Martz 
and hung him on the barrier before she 
took to her heels. The customers gasped, 
of course. Many of them were in sympathy 
with Sequel - till she ran away. Then they 
ran away too. They ran down to the club- 
house and lawn to try to implore the Uncle 
Jakes to cancel bets.

that way, anyhow. She broke in front and 
she stayed in front. Martz hustled her 
along till he had opened up a lead of three 
lengths. Then he hustled her some more. 
The filly was all out and doing her best at 
the end, but was still a length and a half 
ahead of Great Lady, that came from no- 
where. And Evelyn Sawyer, the good thing, 
didn’t get a smell of the money. Many a 
good man was disconsolate after that race 
when he remembered that Sequel had only 
gone for a little warm-up while she left 
the rest of the field at the barrier to tire 
under their imposts. A chance of a lifetime 
to harpoon the books was lost in the gen- 
eral excitement.

Through countless centuries of human 
affairs it has often been said thata woman 
truly can make a fool of a man, In racing 
circles there are many observers of the 
passing scene who will argue to the death 
that a horse can make an even greater 
fool of a man, While it may be an exag- 
geration to use the story of Amber Diver 
as an example, it does point up the 
soundness of race track philosophy. At 
Rolling Rock on Wednesday the stoutly 
built son of *Ambiorix carried 145 lbs., 
in the Rolling Rock Hunt Cup attwo miles, 
showed little inclination to go a distance, 
and was soundly beaten in the last half 
mile not only by *Seroual, but by *Sir 
Patsy, a horse which had run with a 
$5,000 price tag as recently as a month 
ago, The principal objective in sending 
Amber Diver to Rolling Rock was the 
International Gold Cup on Saturday, but it 
was half a mile further and a handicap. 
To make things worse Amber Diver had 
been assigned the top weight of 165 lbs. 
In view of his disappointing performance 
on Wednesday, trainer Bellhouse con- 
ferred with owner F, Ambrose Clark by 
telephone. As a result Amber Diver 
watched the Saturday races from the quiet 
coolness of his stall, and was shipped back 
to New York the following day. Bright 
and early Monday morning Bellhouse ap- 
peared in the office at Aqueduct and started 
looking in the condition book for a ‘‘spot’’, 
certainly not a distance race. Well, the 
Johnnie Harrison, a two mile overnight 
brush handicap, scheduled for Wednesday 
seemed just right. 

However, with brush horses in short 
supply, the racing secretary’s office told 
Bellhouse that the race might not fill. They 
also reminded him that Amber Diver had 
been nominated for the RougeDragon to be 
run on the following day, Tuesday, October 
10th, and hopefully suggested that he be 
Named as a possible starter. There were 
of course two rather serious obstacles. 
It was at a distance of two and a half 
miles, and the Handicapper had laid a 
heavy 156 lbs. alongside his name, in fact 
Amber Diver was third topweight to Nau- 
tilus at 158 and Swing Fever at 157, 
Knowing that an entrant in a stake may be 
withdrawn up to forty five minutes of 
post time without Stewards’ permission, 
Bellhouse said, “Put him up, but we’re 
going to run on Wednesday in the Harri- 
son”, When Tuesday morning rolled 
around, there were not enough acceptances 


for the Harrison and it was declared off. 
This left the choice of running Amber 
Diver that afternoon in the Rouge Dragon, 
or scratching him. Again trainer Bell- 
house conferred with Mr. Clark. The 
latter, good sportsman that he is, and 
knowing the field would be a small one, 
decided to run Amber Diver, even though 
he gave him no chance. While not a big 
bettor, Mr. Clark is not adverse to backing 
a horse now and then, particularly one of 
his own, but on the afternoon of the Rouge 
Dragon, Amber Diver went to the post 
without even one spool of Clark O.N.T. 
cotton riding on him. Like all good stories 
this one has a happy ending. Amber Diver, 
with his 156 lbs., mostly Albert Foot, 
took command midway down the far side 
the last time, contained several late bids 
and then went on to win by three quarters 
of a length from Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s 
Blackmail, withG, H. Bostwick’s Pocosaba 
another four lengths away for third. 


Rouge Dragon 

In some ways the Rouge Dragon was a 
lucky race for Amber Diver, but he had at 
least a brushing skirmish with defeat at 
the first fence. Drawing the sixth post 
position in the field of seven, he was on 
even terms with those inside him as well 
as with Sky’s Rhythm on the outside 
racing for the first fence. Two or three 
strides short of the fence, Foot fortu- 
itously permitted Amber Diver to gain a 
short half a length over Sky’s Rhythm, The 
latter jumped in, collided with Amber 
Diver, knocking him sideways and in the 
process fell himself. Meanwhile, Joe 
Aitcheson had gone to the front on George 
Weymouth’s mare Swing Fever. Rating 
nicely she continued to show the way 
while Amber Diver, recovering from his 
near mishap, was fighting Albert Foot in 
an attempt to go to the front, and these 
two heads apart, showed the way, with 
Navassa Light (136), Blackmail (135), 
*Narcissus 2nd (141) and Poscosaba (149) 
behind them in that order. With little 
change in position the field continued in 
this manner a complete tour of the course 
and then rounded into the front side the 
second time, Going by the stands, there 
was a break in the smooth precision of 
Swing Fever’s stride and she started to 
lose position. While continuing on in the 
race, she gradually dropped back to last. 
After crossing the finish line Aitcheson 
quickly dismounted and it developed that 


she had broken down badly. Meanwhile, 
Amber Diver had established a narrow 
advantage going to the clubhouse turn with 
Navassa Light and Blackmail right along- 
side. Down the far side the last time, 
Amber Diver established a daylight lead, 
Blackmail raced well in second place, and 
going to the far turn, Pocosaba made a 
belated bid after jumping poorly early, to 
reach third place. Around the final turn, 
the race had gotten down to these three. 
Bending into the stretch Blackmail inched 
closer to his older rival, but once over the 
final hurdle, Foot, using his arm flailing 
style of finish, kept Amber Diver to his 
job to win by three parts of a length as 
mentioned before. Blackmail was ridden 
hard all through the stretch and was not 
seriously threatened for the runner-up 
spot. Pocosaba, which reached to within 
a couple of lengths of the leaders at the 
final hurdle, was not pressed in the final 
sixteenth when beaten. Navassa Light, 
*Narcissus 2nd and Swing Fever completed 
the field in that order. It was a good 
contest for a race at this distance, with 
the field closely grouped most of the way. 
Amber Diver won in 4:34 3/5, slightly 
less than four seconds off Nala’s record 
of last year, and quite understandable 
considering the very modest pace for the 
first lap of the course. The victory was 
the fourth score for Amber Diver this 
season and netted his owner $7,296.25 
from the gross purse of $11,225. 


Break Maidens 

The day before, Mrs. June McKnight’s 
Chilean import, *Alarife 2nd, broke his 
maiden over jumps with a handy score 
over Alfred Vanderbilt's Village Idiot. The 
latter ran and jumped better than in his 
previous starts over hurdles, and with 
luck may earn brackets before the fast 
waning season ends two weeks hence, Mrs.

Aqueduct 

Six 3-year-olds put on the stakes show 
at the ‘‘Big A’ on Wed,, Oct, 11, in the 
69th running of The Lawrence Realization, 
a one and five eighths miles test witha 
$50,000 added purse. 

Jockey B, Baeza rode J. Sher’s Sher- 
luck, the Belmont winner, to a driving one 
and one quarter lengths score over R, 
Lehman’s Ambiopoise. Mrs. Katherine 
Price’s Carry Back, the odds-on favorite, 
finished third eight lengths to the rear of 
Ambiopoise, and four and one half lengths 
in front of P, Fuller’s Half Breed, who 
took the small segment of the purse. The 
winning time for the 1 5/8 miles was 
2.43 4/5. 

Sherluck is a dark bay colt, by Cor- 
respondent out of the Dante mare *Sam- 
miniato, bred by Mrs. M. E. Lunn (now 
Mrs. C, Tippett), H. Young saddled the 
winner. Sherluck added $35,490 net to his 
earnings and now has gleaned $198,486 
for his owner. 


The Manhattan 

The 69th running of The Manhattan drew

Valenzuela, took the measure of the field 
and finished two lengths in front of G, 
Ring’s outsider *Troubadour III, Mrs. C, 
M, Ring’s Dress Up was third and P, 
Fuller’s Hillsborough fourth, The mile and 
five sixteenths was run in 2,10, 

Nickel Boy is a 6-year-old brown geld- 
ing, by *His Nickel out of Carickmacross, 
by Chance Play, bred by M, Blackburn, 
*His Nickel is by His Grace and had two 
foals of 1955, the year in which Nickel 
Boy was foaled. W. A. Kelley saddled 
the winner and netted his connections 
$36,985. It was Nickel Boy’s first victory

Easy Mark 


BRITISH AND AMERICAN RACING 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: - Clive Graham, Lon- 
don correspondent of ‘*The Morning Tele- 
graph,” who has recently been around the 
world visiting race tracks, makes the 
comments which follow.) 

‘‘English racing seems strangely slow 
and amateurish to the returned wanderer. 
And the day, with only six races instead 
of nine, passes much more quickly. Quite 
obviously the majority of our racetracks 
require a thorough overhaul, now that 
racing has lost its one-time importance 
as a medium for improving the breed of 
the Thoroughbred, a matter of some con- 
sequence in the days of horse cavalry. 
In this day and age, genus equus has lost 
his one-time status. Indeed, some of the 
formerly popular subdivisions, suchas the 
heavy draft horses, the Clydesdales, the 
Percherons and the Shires, are in danger 
of becoming extinct. And horseracing 
therefore finds itself as an extension of 
show business. This distinction has not

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yet been fully appreciated in England, even 
if the pageantry on display at Epsom and 
Ascot cannot be matched elsewhere in 
the world. 

“To be critical, the sport in America 
tends to have gone over the top on the 
lines of commercialization, and it would 
not be unfair to comment that at most 
tracks the size of the mutuel handle 
seems more important to management than 
the quality of the sport provided. We differ 
more than somewhat, too, in our indj- 
vidual appreciation of the sport. The 
English racegoer, say, relies more for 
his thrill and elation on the quality and 
finesse of the jockeyship and conformation 
and courage of the horses. He will be 
fully satisfied to watch a head-and-head 
struggle over the last quarter-mile by, 
perhaps, three or four horses, and would 
describe it afterwards as ‘a first-class 
race,’ no matter whether the time was 
four or five seconds outside the track 
record. In similar circumstances, the 
American spectator will check the speed 
on the number board, and be guided by 
what is shown, 

**It remains one of the great mysteries 
associated with the sport in England - 
this matter of timing. Quite a number 
of our track records are held by horses 
of no consequence, and this tends to col- 
or our thinking on the subject. In your 
country, by contrast, a champion such 
as Round Tabic was able to achieve his 
brilliant performances not only against 
high-class opposition, but against the clock 
as well,”” 


TWENTY POUND SPREAD 

Atlantic City announced that handicap 
races in 1962 will have maximum weight 
spreads of not more than twenty pounds 
between the highest weighted horse and the 
lowest weighted one, Atlantic City is the 
first track to adopt this enlightened policy, 
As a corollary to the twenty-pound-spread 
idea, the track announced that 108 pounds 
will be the minimum weight carried inAt- 
lantic City’s 1962 handicaps. 

Dr. Levy explained that any horse which 
needs more than a twenty-pound weight 
pull from the high weight ought not to be in 
the race anyway. Also, he said that horses 
carrying below 108 are subject to the pos- 
sibility of coming out of the gate over- 
weight or of losing the chances of carrying 
one of the better jockeys. 

This idea has been discussed back and 
forth for a long time, With the usual reluc- 
tance of people in racing (except Mr. Mar- 
shall Cassidy) to try anything their great 
grandfathers didn’t do, racing did nothing 
about the idea of limiting the weight spread 
until Dr. Levy stuck his toe in the water. 

As soon as others find out that the 
plague didn’t break out and that Dr. Levy 
didn’t drop dead from this noble experi- 
ment, I’ll lay you eight to five others will 
follow. Maybe the idea will even get thru 
someday to the English although that seems 
hardly probable.

Season

With the Mexican racing season over, 
a summary of the 1960-61 highlights is 
in order. In general, racing reflected an 
improvement, not only in the class of 
Thoroughbreds competing, but also in the 
human elements contributing to the sport 
of kings, from jockeys to trainers and 
owners, 

The El Refugio Stables is in first place 
having taken 51 firsts, 62 seconds and 36 
thirds (as well as 41 and 42 in fourth and 
fifth positions). Second was the Doris 
Stables with 46 wins, 37 seconds, 15 thirds 
(and 25 fourths and 20 fifth places), 

Total earnings of El Refugio Stables 
was $57,168.80 dollars. The Doris Stables 
earned $54,483.60. These total purses are 
impressive, considering that the majority 
of purses here average $300, with stakes 
events at $1,000 and up; only occasionally 
is a stakes purse up over the $5,000 to 
$8,000 dollar mark, 

Third place among stables was taken 
by the Alfredo Lozano Stables with 40 
wins, 32 seconds and 31 thirds, and total 
winnings of $50,483.20. 

Pedro Mares, Mexican jockey coming 
from the state of Guanajuato, was top 
rider , with prizes won by his mounts ex- 
ceeding $160,000 dollars. He rode 952 
horses during the season, bringing in 
151 winners, 146 seconds and 125 thirds (as 
well as coming in fourth 116 times and 
fifth 114 times). This jockey was out ofthe 
money in only 300 races. 

The jockey in second place was 
Panama’s Oswaldo de Leon who tied with 
Mexico’s Esteban Gonzalez in number of 
first wins at 120. But Leon brought in 95 
second place horses as compared to 
Gonzalez’s 85, thus giving him the edge. 
Leon’s mounts brought in $114,325.60 as 
compared to the Mexican jockey’s 
$129,584, 

As for trainers, Apolinar Campos is 
the outstanding champion, sending 565 
mounts to the post, with 77 wins, 80 
seconds and 82 thirds. His horses earn- 
ed $97,018.56, 

Claudino Hernandez took second place 
for trainers because of his upsurge in the 
final week of racing. He sent out 362 
mounts, with 55 wins, 42 seconds and 35 
thirds. Third place went to Leovigildo 
Menendez with total of 313 mounts, 54 wins, 
45 seconds and 39 thirds. The Hernandez 
horses earned $56,267.20 and the Men- 
endez Thoroughbreds $50,875.60. 

With the curtain going down on the 
current season at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas, there is already talk of the 
brilliant new racing program being set for 
the 1961-62 season. Track officials hope 
to add to purses, and to entice American 
stables in greater numbers to compete. 
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NEW YORK BACKSTRETCH STRIKE 

Jimmy Hoffa’s boys sure enough lost 
the first round in their efforts to organize 
New York’s backstretches. There was 
much rock throwing and name calling, and 
I'll bet the business is far from over, 
Governor Rockefeller is going to appoint 
a commission to study the situation and 
make recommendations, I’ll lay you tento 
one the snow won’t fly much before the 
rocks start flying again. And I’ll lay you 
100 to 1 that any politically appointed 
group will find some way that labor can 
get itself set up as an organized thing on 
the backstretch. 

But like somebody is reputed to have 
said, ‘‘It’s an ill wind which blows no 
good,”” 

John Burke, head of Local 917 of the 
Teamsters Union which is carrying the 
ball, says both pay and working conditions 
for backstretch personnel have improved 
since the strike. That may or may not be 
so, Quite probably it is so. But here are 
some little tidbits which are so for sure. 
Maybe they are straws in that wind. 

For the NYRA softball all-star vs. 
league champion game the association 
provided the spectators (backstretch per- 
sonnel mostly) with free hot dogs, beer, 
soft drinks, and ice cream. 

Lawrence Jackson, groom for Tom 
Heard, Jr., got himself an all-paid vaca- 
tion at Miami Beach as a present from his 
boss, 

There is a lovely new track kitchen on 
the backstretch at Belmont, And a new rec- 
reation centre is on the drawing boards, 

Like the man said, “‘It’s an ill wind, .””

JOHN D, HERTZ 

John Daniel Hertz, of automotive fame, 
and owner of Stoner Creek Stud of Paris, 
Ky., with his wife Fannie one of the 
country’s leading Thoroughbred breeders, 
died at Los Angeles, Calif. on October 8th 
at the age of 82. From 1934 through 1960 
horses bred by the Hertzes won 2,955 
races and $9,008,406, Mr. Hertz was born 
April 10, 1879 in Ruttka, Austria, coming 
with his parents and five brothers and 
sisters to Chicago at the age of 5. He 
started out by selling newspapers and 
also as a boy worked as a jockey’s valet 
at the outlaw track at Roby, Indiana. He 
originally set out to breed horses at his 
Leona Stock Farm at Cary, ILl., the best 
horse produced there being the filly Anita 
Peabody, winner of the 1927 Futurity. 
Later he moved to Kentucky and in 1948 
purchased Amarillo Ranch of 120 acres 
near Woodland Hills, Calif., sold to sub- 
dividers in 1955. The Hertzes bred 12 win- 
ners of more than $100,000, including 
the Triple Crown winner Count Fleet, 
Cosmic Bomb, Elpis, Lets Dance, County 
Delight, Prince John, Stud Poker, Bull 
Reigh, and Call Over. In his early days he 
and Mrs. Hertz were ardent polo players in 
the Chicago area. In October, 1956, he was 
the honored guest of the Thoroughbred Club 
of America.

FRENCH RACING FIGURES 

Writing in ‘*The Morning Telegraph”, 
columnist Bob Horwood gives the following 
figures about French racing: - ‘‘Last 
year, there was a total of 2,800 races 
offered on the flat at all 400 tracks, 
1,300 races over obstacles and 4,600 
trotting races including a number of pro- 
grams of night harness racing at Vincen- 
nes, which are proving highly popular and 
are to be increased about 25 per cent in 
number next year. During the same year, 
the United States race courses offered 
about 37,000 races. Purse money in France 
in 1960 totalled $6,000,000 compared with 
about $90,000,000 in the United States. 
Also for comparison, about 4,000 horses 
started in flat races in France in 1960, 
with 600 more racing over obstacles only 
and another 700 racing both on the flat and 
over jumps, In the same year, some 30,000 
horses started at our 108 tracks. But 
there are less than 2,000 Thoroughbreds 
foaled in France each year, compared 
with 12,000 in the United States.”

Hugh A, Grant, owner of Airmans 
Guide, leading candidate for the 1961 title 
of Racemare of the Year, scored a not- 
able triple last May 14th when this great 
mare won the Black Eyed Susan Stakes at 
Pimlico in the afternoon; when his 3-year- 
old pacing filly Countess Adios, beat 9 
colts in the $142,786 Messenger Stakes at 
Long Island’s Roosevelt Raceway; and 
when, on the same day, the Washington 
Senators, in which he owns a 40 per cent 
stock interest, struck out Mickey Mantle 
three times and beat the Yankees. 


NEW JERSEY PREGNANCY TESTS 

Pregnancy tests for mares have been 
added to the services offered by the Divi- 
sion of Animal Industry laboratory of the 
New Jersey State Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The tests are being made available as 
a service to the State’s expanding horse 
breeding industry, according to Dr. E. L. 
Brower, director of the Division of Animal 
Industry. 

Horse owners desiring to take advant- 
age of the tests, should make arrange- 
ments with their local veterinarians to 
collect blood samples from their animals. 
The veterinarian will forward the samples 
to the Division laboratory for testing. 
Results of the tests will be sent to the 
veterinarian within a few days. 

The pregnancy test service was for- 
merly offered by the Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station at Rutgers University. How- 
ever, Rutgers recently discontinued the 
service, redirecting its program along 
lines which call for further research with 
the horse. 


HOT STOVE TO HOT HORSES

chosen by Hans Hanson, ex chef and chief 
steward on the yacht Capcepa owned by 
the Whitney family.

*RIBOT COLT TAKES ARC 

In winning the Prix de 1’Arc de Tri- 
omphe by two lengths from the champion 
French three-year-old Right Royal, the 
Italian second season colt Molvedo proved 
himself to be the champion of Europe. Rid- 
den by veteran E. Camici, who was also 
aboard his sire *Ribot on his dual Prixde 
l’Arc triumphs, Molvedo is owned by his 
breeder, Signor Verga, whose Razza 
Ticino is second only to the Razza Olgiata- 
Dormello in fame in Italy. 

Molvedo started second favorite of the 
nineteen runners to the strongly backed 
Right Royal. The English four-year-old 
High Hat made the running until a furlong 
and a half from home, where he was pass- 
ed by Molvedo, Though he met with a little 
interference, this was not sufficient to 
offer any excuses for Right Royal, who 
could not reach Molvedo but had half a 
length to spare over the French horse 
Misti, who just got the better of High Hat 
in the last few strides. 

It was a source of great disappoint- 
ment that the English champion, St Paddy, 
was not sent to run in the race and to 
prove that his form against Right Royal in 
the King George VI Stakes at Ascot was 
wrong. Instead he will end his racing 
career in the Champion Stakes. By the 
manner in which he had beaten High Hat 
only eight days before in the Jockey Club 
Stakes, one is left to presume that he 
must have been actively concerned with 
the finish.

CARRY BACK’S BREEDING 

To those whose livelihood depends upon 
peddling the expensive horseflesh they 
have imported and to those who cannot see 
blood lines beyond the dam and sire, Car- 
ry Back is simply a sport by a sprinting 
sire out of an unknown mare. 

One of the nameless multitude at Bel- 
mont the day Carry Back ran third in the 
Woodward expressed it best ofall. A voice 
floated out of the crowd around the walking 
ring saying, ‘‘Any horse which wins the 
Kentucky Derby and the Preakness is well- 
bred as faras I’mconcerned.” R, J, Clark 
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VUILLIER DOSAGE SYSTEM 

Writing in The Morning Telegraph, 
columnist Leon Rasmussen has the follow- 
ing succinct summary of Col. Vuillier’s 
Dosage System, which was developed for 
and followed by the Aga Khan’s stable for 
three generations: 

“‘The System hinges on Galton’s Law 
of Ancestral Contribution, Vuillier traced 
the pedigrees of hundreds of good horses 
to the 12th generation and then analyzed 
their blood mixtures. He found there was 
a marked similarity between them all in 
certain respects, At the 12th generation a 
horse has 4096, ancestors. Thus, an an- 
cestor in the 12th generation was counted 
as 1/4096, an ancestor in the 11th genera- 
tion was counted as 2/4096, etc. Using 
this figure of influence, Vuillier dis- 
covered that 15 stallions and one mare 
(a series) appeared in the pedigrees of the 
best horses with about the same frequency, 
He then determined the average influence 
of each of the 16 names in the pedigrees 
of these horses. This gave him a fixed, 
standard dosage desirable in the make-up 
of a topclass Thoroughbred, The system 
provides that if a parent has an excess 
dosage of any of the 16 named progenitors 
he or she should be mated to a partmer 
who has a deficiency of the same blood 
and so the foal would receive approximate- 
ly the standard dosage. 

**Asked why these series were based 
on stallions and not on broodmares, Mme, 
Vuillier explained: ‘Because a stallionhas 
far more issue than a broodmare, During 
the breeding season, a stallion may legally 
be mated forty times. Still, in some 
cases, a broodmare which produces a 
number of great horses can become part 
of a series, That was the case of Pocha- 
hontas and it may be the case of Mumtaz 
Mahal, who was born in 1921 on our stud 
farm.’ 

“Asked if the right mixture of strains 
guaranteed a great horse, Mme. Vuillier 
said, ‘Oh no, it’s not automatic, Some- 
times, there are rejects. But, as my 
husband used to say: ‘There are bad horses 
with good mixtures, but there are no good 
horses with bad mixtures.’ ”

The Mill Creek Hunt in Wadsworth, 
Illinois, has had a very pleasant beginning 
for its 1961 season, Although the summer 
was extremely dry in all parts of the 
middle west, so much so that roading 
hounds here was hampered by hard ground 
and dust, the month of September proved 
a complete contrast.

On September 10th our early morning 
cub hunt brought out a field of forty, and 
we had a morning to satisfy the soul of 
foxhunters both young and old, In fact 
juniors who had come down from Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, with Mrs. Carter, 
those from the Onwentsia Club in Lake 
Forest, Ill, with Mrs. Hilliard, and 
another group from the Royal Oak Stables 
in Deerfield, Ill. with Mr. & Mrs. Dennehy, 
were in luck, Casting west of the kennel 
it was our misfortune first to strike 
deer in a small cover.

Reproductive Wastage 
of Farm Animals 


The problem of loss of potential ani- 
mals through a mysterious failure of 
growing embryos to attach to the mother’s 
uterus and begin life is being tackled by 
Dr. John D. Biggers, King Ranch Research 
Professor of Reproductive Physiology, in 
the newly established King Ranch Labora- 
tory of Reproductive Physiology at the 
University of Pennsylvania School of Vet- 
erinary Medicine. 

This problem occurs in many mammals 
that produce several young at each preg- 
nancy, such as the sow. In these animals, 
it is normal for a proportion of the eggs 
released from the ovary to die, although 
they have been fertilized. This constitutes 
prenatal mortality and is a cause of re- 
productive wastage. The animals, how- 
ever, remain pregnant and produce off- 
spring. 

In animals which shed only one egg at 
a time, such as the cow, death of the 
embryo terminates pregnancy. This oc- 
curence can be one of the causes of re- 
peat breeders. Its economic significance 
can be seen in the fact that in repeat 
breeders 60 percent of the embryos are 
lost before implantation, 

Many new techniques are becoming 
available which can be applied to the study 
of newly shed eggs and early embryos 
including phase-contrast microscopy, 
fluorescent microscopy and the culture 
of embryos,

After marking this fox to ground, 
hounds were taken to McCauley’s and drew 
every inch of this big cover before find- 
ing again in the thickest underbrush along 
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the creek on the Sweeney property. Working 
their way with a determined persistency 
through almost impenetrable honeysuckle, 
hounds got their fox up on his legs as he 
was viewed across the Sweeney abandoned 
road towards the Catholic Church, Get- 
ting well away with their fox, hounds drove 
him back through McCauley’s to the 
Sweeney Swamp, past the Sweeney build- 
ings. Here the fox doubled back once more 
to McCauley’s with hounds right at him, 
circling this cover before breaking away to 
Powell’s, These relentless bitches drove 
him through Powell’s and he was lucky to 
get to ground in the same earth the first 
fox went in.

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Jenny Camp Trials 


The Greeks long ago used to have a 
saying that the beautiful is difficult. No 
doubt the forty-three contestants who 
participated in the Jenny Camp Trials on 
Sunday, September 24 kept that little saying 
in mind when they embarked on the hardest 
wettest, muddiest, and slipperiest com- 
petition yet this year at the Wyandotte 
County Posse Grounds, Prolonged rain had 
turned many parts of the course into dis- 
guised ponds; the sky was dangerously 
ominous; and the only bright colors were 
the beautifully painted and expertly fash- 
ioned obstacles in the stadium, Riders 
and viewers alike came well prepared fora 
muddy day, and their expectations were 
duly satisfied by the day’s events. Thought- 
ful ladies had brought hot soup, the Club 
had gallons of steaming coffee ready for 
the onrush of the freezing, and dry cloth- 
ing was held in readiness, But in spite of 
discourteous weather, soft, spineless 
ground, and occasional attacks of rain, 
enthusiasm was not dampened, In fact con- 
ditions only enhanced it, 


The second Jenny Camp Trial in the 
Midwest, like the first, began with prelim- 
inaries on Saturday. Forty-three contest- 
ants and crowds of interested people rang- 
ing from old to young, walked over the 
cross country course to inspect the ob- 
stacles, get the “‘lay of the land,” and 
firmly fix in their mind the pitfalls await- 
ing the unwary. Afterwards Mr. David 
Lurie from St. Louis, riding Play the 
Field, a promising young 3 day type mare 
rode through the dressage program by way 
of demonstration, which gave the judges a 
welcome chance to discuss their pre- 
ferences, methods, and views, This mare 
was then used as a trial horse for the 
cross country so all could watch, The 
group stayed together for a rustic supper 
in the Barn, Conversation had a way of 
ending up on that old yet ever new sub- 
ject: horses. New Phrases could be heard 
here and there as some passionate horse- 
man (or lady) explained his (or her) views 
on dressage: ‘“‘collection” here, ‘‘ca- 
dence”’ there, ‘‘sitting posture’’ over yon- 
der, and as the evening went on the excite- 
ment grew, for the next day talk would end 
and action begin. 

And itdid - despite the raging elements, 
rain during the night, and a forbidding sky 
up above, 

The trials began with the dressage 
phase. Mr. Walter Staley, Jr., Captain of 


the 1960 Olympic Three-Day Event Team, 
headed the jury; assisted by Lt. Col. Hans 
Breithaupt from Germany and presently 
at Fort Leavenworth, an accomplished 
dressage rider of many years standing; 
and Mr. Arzen Darnay, Kansas City, for- 
mer Hungarian army major and national 
dressage rider and judge, Although a 
relatively new discipline in these parts, 
dressage riding has improved tremend- 
ously of late. Despite the slippery ground 
many fine performances were turned in, 
with individual judgments off only a few 
points. Mr. Staley’s presence might have 
spurred on the riders and motivated the 
horses to greater deeds, but undeniably 
the well-executed serpentines, well-per- 
formed halts, short turns, turns on fore- 
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hand, and differentiated trot were general- 
ly well above the average and much im. 
proved. It was during this phase that the 
winners picked up many of the deciding 
points. 

Cross Country followed. Major and 
Mrs. Henry J. W. Newton from Great 
Britain, presently at Fort Leavenworth, 
were ‘‘in charge” and conducted the event 
with much friendly energy. A varied in- 
teresting, and challenging course spread 
over level, sloping, and rising terrain 
dotted with 16 well-placed and difficult ob- 
stacles carefully arranged and profession- 
ally constructed, awaited the riders, One 
of the obstacles was ‘‘disqualified,’* Num- 
ber Six, a creek crossing preceded bya 
stiff down-slope, had been so softened by 
rain that the riders had no fair chance of 
negotiating it. Major Newton decided, 
therefore, to omit Number Six from the 
judgment but to keep it, unscored, a part 
of the course, Riders were “‘on their own” 
to get over fateful Number Six as best 
they might. In view of conditions, the time 
limit of 6 1/2 minutes was raised to7 1/2 
minutes, but in spite of this dispensation 
- or perhaps because of it - some riders 
managed to complete the one and three- 
quarter mile course in the originally allot- 
ted time. Riders had the greatest difficul- 
ties with both Number Six and Eleven, 
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Eleven, a rise and railroad tie, had turned 
into a lake of mud, and some riders claim- 
ed afterwards that it was like water-ski- 
ing - atop a horse! Nevertheless most of 
the contestants were able to finish the 
course. Bathed in mud, drenched, and 
weary the riders headed for the Club House 
for fresh, dry clothing and a cupof coffee, 
Encouraging remarks about the forthcom- 
ing stadium jumping, the last lap of the 
trials, were also exchanged, 

The stadium was a veritable show- 
case. Freshly white-washed and laid out, 
with new obstacles painted in bright, ap- 
pealing colors, it awaited the first rider 
with Mr. Lurie, member of the Olympic 
Team, presiding as judge. The obstacles 
were especially well designed and execut- 
ed, imaginatively constructed, and attrac- 
tive. The ground, however, was just the 
opposite. Slick and wet it challenged riders 
to a further round with the weather. All of 
the obstacles were consequently lowered, 
but nevertheless one rider, having had 
enough of the mud, took the option of jump- 
ing over the gate - much higher thanmost 
of the obstacles - and thus escaped un- 
harmed into the fog. One young participant 
fell, unfortunately, but was consoled by a 
storm of applause. The applause for those 
who finished without a fault was corres- 
pondingly rousing and well deserved, for 
the slickness of the ground, the need for 
frequent turns, especially at combination 
jumps, called for an unusual amount of 
dexterity on the part of the rider. 

While the jumping was still going on, 
the scoreboard in the Club House was fill- 
ing with the mysterious numerals which 
would eventually spell success or failure. 
Success came, indue course, to Mr. Robert 
Shewmann of Monticello College, Godfrey, 
Ill., who placed first with 134 points riding 
Kim; followed closely by Lt. Col. F. W. 
Townsley of Fort Leavenworth, Kansas 
with 127 riding Mohave; Miss Charlotte 
Robson, Des Moines, Iowa with 123 points 
riding Watch Me; and Dr. Dwight Cherry, 
Lincoln, Nebraska with 122 points riding 
Cherry Coke, 

Mr, J. E. B. Wofford the hard working 
steward presented the trophies to the first 
four - trays showing the picture-map of the 
cross country course - but without the mud] 
After the presentation the participants be- 
gan to trek home to Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, and Illinois, It had been 
a wonderful weekend, despite the elements, 
despite the falls, and for some because of 
the victories, Great improvement had 
taken place, especially in the dressage 
field, and all riders left encouraged and 
looking forward to the next time, certain 
that the Jenny Camp Trials will be one of 
the most interesting and challenging events 
for horsemen in this part of the United 
States. See you next time in Kansas City.

Added Comments 
By The Steward 


J.E.B. Wofford 


It became obvious several days before 
the event that the biggest question mark 
was simply whether or not the tremendous 
deluge of rain which the cross country and 
jumping course had absorbed would make 
the competition too risky and dangerous. 

When a real ‘‘Gusher’” washed down 
the area Saturday night turning it into a 
chocolate pudding, it was decided to run 
off the dressage test as soon as volunteers 
had bailed out the ring. 

After the dressage test, survivors dog- 
paddled their way to the clubhouse where 
it was announced that the #6 jump, a long 
steep greasy slide culminating in a wide 
gurgling brook, had been eliminated from 
the competition as too hazardous an ob- 
stacle for horses to attempt under the pre- 
vailing conditions. This brought forth a 
sigh of relief from the assembled com- 
petitors, which relief was somewhat les- 
sened by the further announcement that 
there was no way to get from jump 45 to 
jump #7 except by way of jump #6 which 
all riders were admonished to approach 
“reasonably” and jump “‘safely’’ (it might 
be noted in passing that all riders and 
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horses ended up negotiating the hazard 
with eclat - as in chocolate eclat). 

This is a great deal more than can be 
said for those jump judges, officials and 
spectators who attempted to make the 
brook on foot. The rate of attrition 
amongst these worthies was quite shock- 
ing - The off bank - a little mushy, you 
know. 

As a_ matter of fact it might also be 
noted that not a horse or rider suffered 
any casualties from jumping on either the 
cross country or jumping courses. By 
casualties, of course, we exclude those 
cases of double pneumonia which an un- 
fortunate few developed later. 

One reason for the good jumping re- 
sults on the cross country was undoubted- 
ly the extreme width of mostof the fences, 
Topped with thick girthed logs and heavy 
railroad ties, these obstacles appeared 
massive and formidable to both horse and 
rider (particularly the rider). As any 
course builder knows, this important effect 
is ofttimes difficult to achieve, particularly 
when the fence is only 2° 9’ high. 

Another thing noticed was that when 
horses were galloping in this very heavy 
going, there was no slipping. They couldn’t 
slip, they were in too deep, 

The deep sucking mud had another 
beneficial effect since it aided greatly in 
enabling horsemen to restrain certain ad- 
mirable beasts who are more renowned 
for impetuous valor than for wisdom and 
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discretion, As the rider of such an animal 
(known affectionately around the stable as 
“Old Bolter’’) was heard to remark “‘That 
hill between #7 and #8 sort of drew the 
slack.” 

The jumping course was considered to 
have been imaginatively and uniquely de- 
signed and built, however, not nearly as 
imaginatively and uniquely as it was jump- 
ed, 

In closing this report it might be well 
to mention two changes that should be made 
in the future, Firstly is that one hot dog 
stand is obviously not going to be large 
enough to shelter all from the rain, the 
exhibitors, spectators, competitors, of- 
ficials, judges, committee members, chil- 
dren, dogs, etc. 

If two or more hot dog stands had been 
provided it is just possible that some of 
those suffocations could have been avoided, 
Secondly might be pointed out the un- 
wisdom of the organizing committee in 
urging the competitors to use their intel- 
ligence. Some of them did - they withdrew. 


Jumper Rules F.E.I. 
end A.H.SA. 


Gordon Wright 


In the many years during which I 
have been intimately associated with Horse 
Shows and riding, I have witnessed, heard, 
or been part of many controversies. These 
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have ranged all the way from criticisms 
of methods of judging, to what is proper 
attire for a child in the show ring. 

But now, having retired from show 
riding myself, I am a truly disinterested 
third party to what I consider an ex- 
tremely important, in fact a potentially 
critical, controversy. 

Because of its far-reaching potential, 
I believe that this is a decision which 
should be thoroughly threshed out and 
understood by all horse people. The 
controversy to which I refer concerns the 
merits of introducing F.E.I. rules into 
Horse Shows to replace the present 
A.H.S.A, rules governing the open jumper 
classes. The thing I find alarming is a 
growing tendency among some exhibitors 
to look stubbornly back at past riding 
conditions, instead of realizing that today 
the ultimate goal of the young rider in 
Jumping Classes is the Olympics and the 
Pan American Games, 

The Cavalry School at Fort Riley took 
both these competitions out of civilian 
hands at one time. Now, however, withthe 
end of all riding activity in the military, 
it has become a civilian responsibility to 
continue, encourage and enlarge these 
two fields of equine competition, 

To do this, our younger generation 
has to be trained with an eye on those 
two goals of Olympic riding and the Pan 
American Games. Since these are held 
under F.E.I. rules, it stands to reason 
that the training of our young riders should 
be in conformity with the situations they 
will meet when they begin to compete. 
If they do any ‘‘copying’’, which youngsters 
always do, they must copy riders who are 
now competing successfully in the shows 
to which they aspire. 

This situation was brought sharply to 
my attention during a recent teaching 
visit to the Middle West. I was astonished 
to hear some horsemen trying to explain 
that F.E.I, Rules make open jumping more 
hazardous and that the amateur has little 
or no chance of winning in shows con- 
ducted under F.E.I. Rules! 
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On the contrary, last summer while 
I was traveling in Europe, I saw girls 
whom I would consider mediocre riders, 
outride and beat some of the best riders 
in the world, simply because these girls 
were riding under F.E.I. Rules. Time was 
an element, and these girls would set a 
pace equivalent to our pace for a working 
hunter. This pacing gave them the advan- 
tage of quick turns on landing without 
breaking stride, and enabled them to cut 
down on the time required to cover the 
course. With touches not to count, and a 
steady, hunter-type pace, these girls stole 
both the show and the ribbons from the 
riders who ‘“‘set” their horses and lost 
precious time in taking horses over fences 
in a careful way, so as not to havea 
knockdown. 


I believe it should be made clear to 
every one that ‘‘F.E.I.’’ does not mean 
that the jumps must be five or six feet 
high with an eight-foot spread, A course 
can be adjusted so that it presents no 
more difficulties for the rider than any 
outside course. 

I am convinced that if F.E.I. jumper 
courses were set up to suit both the locale 
and the local competition, there would be 
fewer spills and fewer accidents than 
we have on our outside courses, most of 
which have solid fences. I do think, 
however, that it takes a horse with a good 
temperament and better training than we 
are accustomed to giving our open horses, 
F.E.I. Rules would automatically raise the 
horsemanship level of the open jumping 
classes. 

The question - and the controversy - 
resolves itself into two final questions: 

1. Is there anything wrong with bring- 
ing some new thinking into the horse show 
world and giving the F.E.I. vs A.H.S.A. 
controversy a thorough airing so that the 
basic problems can be understood by all? 

2. Are we to close our eyes and our 
minds forever to the fact that, year after 
year, the open jumper classes are filled 
more and more by amateur riders than 
by professionals, and that it is far easier 
for any amateur to jump a well-schooled 
horse, jumping out of stride, than a poled 
horse who goes up and over his fences 
in a way no well-schooled horse was ever 
meant to go? 

3. ‘‘Clearing the air’’ on this question 
means just that. F.E.L rules would give 
all open jumper classes a fresh, new look; 
a fresh, new feel. Horses would literally 
clear the air in these classes as they do 
in hunter classes, ending forever the 
maneuvers which often take the place of 
the true beauty of a horse in flight over 
a fencel (Horse Show) 
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Buffalo Polo In the Last Century 


(From The Buffalo Sunday Express, Oct. 22, 1899) 


The Buffalo Polo Club attained its ma- 
jority this season, It was organized 21 
years ago and, with the exception of one 
season - 1882 - it has had a skillful team 
in the local and national field every fall. 
Buffalo was the second polo organization 
in the United States and it is one of the 
strongest clubs in a playing sense, in this 
country. It could not be expected to com- 
pete on even terms with thecrack Eastern 
teams, but it has defeated the best of them 
on more than one occasion, and is one of 
the sporting organizations of which this 
city may well be proud. The members of 
the Westchester, Meadow Brook and 
Myopia teams are young men of indefinite 
leisure and unlimited means, and can af- 
ford more time for the game than the 
Buffalo enthusiasts can reserve from their 
business or professional duties, Foxhall 
Keene, George Corcoran Eustis, J. Cow- 
din, August Belmont, James Cooley and 
Harry Payne Whitney are familiar names 
in the American polo world; they devote 
much time to the sport and their stables 
contain the best ponies that money can buy. 
It ‘is a compliment, therefore, to Buffalo 
to rank next to these leaders. 

It is a notable fact that in all the years 
of the Buffalo Polo Club’s existence, nota 
match has been played in which there was 
not one, at least, of the Cary brothers 
participating. Dr. Charles Cary was one of 
the original promoters of the local club 
and played in the first team that went to 
Newport in 1878, Thomas Cary played the 
next season and Seward and George Cary 
have been playing for upwards of adecade. 
These men still play the game with enthu- 
siasm and have been constant and con- 
spicuous in their loyalty to it. The photo- 
graph from which our picture was engraved 
shows the four brothers as they may have 
been seen on almost any week-day after- 
noon this fall, at play onthe grounds of the 
Country Club, 

James Gordon Bennett introduced the 
game of polo in this country with the or- 
ganization of the Westchester Polo Club 
in the fall of 1877. His newspaper, the 
New York Herald, reported every insignif- 
icant scrub match in Westchester County 
and the game was encouraged by its 
energetic promoter in every possible way. 
Its fame reached Buffalo and in the sum- 
mer of 1878 Lawrence D. Rumsey, Dr. 
Charles Cary and Charles H. Williams or- 
ganized the Buffalo Polo Club. With com- 
paratively green ponies and a team of en- 
thusiastic players whose temerity was its 
most prominent characteristic, they jour- 
neyed to Newport in August and met the 
Pioneer Westchesters in a match. The 
game then was scored as they score yacht 


races in these days - best three games out 
of five - and Buffalo was defeated. Even 
at that stage the Buffalo players were con- 
fident that their opponents triumphed over 
them because the Westchester ponies 
were fresh and the Buffalo ponies stiff and 
tired from their long journey by train. So 
Westchester was invited to come to Buffalo 
to be beaten. The invitation was promptly 
accepted by Westchester the same fall. The 
New York team was defeated and honors 
were even, Annual games between these 
clubs alternated for a number of years 
and the teams and ponies wereso evenly 
matched that the home teams invariably 
won, 

The original membership of the Buffalo 
Polo Club included Lawrence D. Rumsey, 
Charles H. Williams, Charles Cary,M.D., 
John N. Scatcherd, Thomas Cary, Bronson 
Rumsey, H. R. Hopkins, M.D., W. W. 
Hodge, S. F. Pratt, J. H. Cowing, C. A. 
Blake. The first visit of the Newport club 
to this city aroused geat enthusiasm and 
in the following year W. D. Forbes, C. C. 
Van Deventer, David H. Altman, Henry 
Ganson, Trumbull Cary, George L. Lewis, 
A. G. Hauenstine, D. B. Sweet, Philip 
Stellwagen and H. S. Scatcherd became 
active members. 

Among the most-prized silver trophies 
in the possession of members of the Buf- 
falo club are the individual cups won from 
Harvard on the local grounds in 1893. The 
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Harvard four was composed of Baldwin, 
Cooley, Wadsworth and Cowdin, Cooley 
and Cowdin then and now ranking among 
the strongest polo players in the United 
States. Opposed to this formidable 
quartette were B. Rumsey, John N. Scat- 
cherd, Thomas Cary and Dr. Charles 
Cary. The Buffalo team was victorious by 
a score of fifteen goals to six. 

Buffalo joined the Polo Association in 
1894, and in 1895 was witnessed the live- 
liest polo tournament that was ever play- 
ed on a local field. Geneseo sent a strong 
team from the East and the Onwentsia 
came from Chicago with a team that tried 
the mettle of the Buffalonians, and carried 
off the handsome solid silver cups, earned 
by the individual players on the winning 
team. Buffalo has been revenged, since 
then, however, having defeated Chicago 
in three consecutive matches, An interest- 
ing match was played in 1895 on the Buf- 
falo Country Club grounds between three 
players of the famous Westchester Club 
and a similar number of the Buffalo Club, 
who had been playing polo at least ten 
years. Although the Eastern trio included 
the strongest men in the strongest polo 
team in this country, Cowdin, Potter and 
Cheever, Buffalo represented by Bronson 
Rumsey, Dr. Charles Cary and George 
Cary, was only beaten by one goal in a 
most exciting contest. In 1896, Buffalo 
won from Brooklyn, the victory carry- 
ing with it a quartette of silver cups; in 
1897 the Onwentsia Club of Chicago was 
vanquished and another four valuable tro- 
phies were added to the Buffalo players’ 
collection; and in 1898 Buffalo won the 
fine challenge cup offered by the Buffalo 
Country Club, which was accompanied, as

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Cross Country Obstacles 


In British Combined Training Events 


During the Spring months there were 
seven one-day events organized through- 
out England and Scotland, with Open clas- 
ses held at three of them in the south, the 
two taking place before Badminton being 
well filled. 

The season began the end of March at 
Crookham in Surrey, a new fixture, though 
on the same location as an Autumn event, 
There were 34 starters in the Open class 
and 90 divided among four sections of the 
Preliminary. The Open cross-country

course was of only moderate size, but 
made more difficult by having many single 
rails with no ground lines, The fence caus- 
ing the most falls was a right-angle post 
and rail with a drop into a rather nar- 
row lane. Many horses either took it too 
straight, landing in the bushes the far side 
of the lane, or took the corner too wide 
in trying to take a more direct line, 

The other pre-Badminton Open class 
was held for the second year at Upton 
in Warwickshire. Again entries were 
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large, and both classes, Open and Inter- 
mediate were divided into two sections, 
The cross-country courses for both 
classes were up to maximum dimensions, 
and were laid out over very steep hills, 
which caused grief to those who mis- 
judged their horse’s stamina, In the sec- 
tion of the Intermediate which went first, 
havoc was wrought by the fourth fence, 
causing the elimination of over half the 
competitors. This was a post and rails 
about 3°3"* high sloping down two strides 
to a water jump (No, 5) about 8 ft. wide, 
The trouble apparently was caused by the 
horse suddenly catching sight of the water 
when only a stride away from the post and 
rails, combined with the fact that the riders 
were generally thinking more about getting 
over the water. Having stopped once, the 
horses seemed to decide that the whole 
thing was much too difficult and only one 
or two went at the further attempts. It was 
interesting to see that the Open horses 
made nothing at all of the combination, 
aside from the odd refusal. For the second 
section of the Intermediate class the top 
rail was removed, and while there were 
still a number of refusals, the horses 
generally went at the second attempt. 

The last event to hold an Open class 
was at Sherborne, in Dorset, an event of 
long standing, but coming rather soon after 
Badminton, there was a dearth of Open 
competitors. The cross-country course 
was very well designed, wandering up and 
down a fairly steep hill, and most people 
seemed to think it was the fairest they had 
seen. Alas for hopeful thoughts! The rain 
commenced the night before and it poured 
all day, only ceasing the moment the last

competitor had finished, and the going be- 
came terrible. Several horses fell or re- 
fused simply because they could not get 
their feet unstuck from the mud. The chief 
causes of trouble were the quarry fence, 
which was a low post and rails with the 
landing on a steep downward slope, and a 
trakehner in a wideditch, approached from 
a decline. In both instances the horses 
which wanted to get to the other side had 
no trouble even when they slipped, but any 
horse wanting to stop had ample excuse, 


and generally did not want to continue hav- 


ing once slide into the fence. Of course 
the more refusals that occurred, the worse 
cut up the ground became, 

One of the more interesting combina- 
tions here was composed of three fences 
at angles to one another and joined at the 
ends to form an irregular S. Taken ona 
straight line, this was done with one long 
stride between the first and second, and 
either no stride or a very short one be- 
tween the second and third, If your horse 
was not good at combinations, but was 
very handy, you could make loops, going 
over the slightly lower parts joining the 
fences, but this wasted time, and with 
trees at each angle, could be hazardous. 


In the North, owing to the small num- 
bers of Open horses, the senior class was 
of Intermediate standard, though any horse 





was eligible, an extra prize being given the 
highest placed novice. There were also two 
events just for Preliminary horses, ¢ ie in 
Edinburgh, the other in England in North- 
hamptonshire. 


Tidworth 3-Day Event 

The three-day event held at Tidworth 
the last weekend of May ended the Spring 
season of horse trials in England, and 
perhaps fittingly took place in a blaze of 
sunshine, the only event whichdid not have 
the cross-country course adversely af- 
fected by continuous rain. 

It was encouraging to see sO many 
men riders present, and in fact, in the 
senior section there was only one girl 
among the first seven places, though 
girls took the honors in the other section, 

The course for the second day was of 
Intermediate height and spread, with a 
steeplechase of just under two miles and 
cross-country of two and three quarters 
miles, the total milage being fifteen and 
a half, The cross-country phase, laid out 
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St. Jones on the King’s Troop 
horse Sherpa, coming over the drop 
fence at Tidworth where they were 
5th, They were 6th at Badminton 
and Sth at a one day event.

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over rolling country, comprised twenty- 
six interesting fences. The first four 
fences were quite easy, and then came 
nos, 5 and 6, a five foot drop into a rather 
narrow silage pit, requiring a sharp left 
turn to get out over a bank, After going 
through a wood and over a wide oxer in 
a field, there came fences 10 and ll, a 
lane crossing. Here there was a choice 
of taking the direct route with a 3’9” stile 
into the lane and then a short stride and 
out over a cut and laid, or going in over a 
3 ft. stile and diagonally up to the cut anc 
laid, which gave a more normal length 
stride, but could too easily cause a run 
out up the lane, The 13th fence was a foot- 
bridge, with the take off and landing in a 
stream, and after arriving again on dry 
land, there was a choice of ways over the 
14th, You could either go straight over a 
2 ft. high trakehner in the stream, the 
total spread being 12 ft., or you could 
wade through the stream and make a tight, 
awkward turn to the right over a 3°6” 
rail. Seven fences later came a diamond- 
shaped sheep pen, set on the slope of a 
hill, numbered 21 and 22. These could 
either be taken as one, going over the top 
right corner, provided your horse was not 
inclined to run out, as there was no wing 
of any kind, or they could be taken diagonal- 
ly up hill, giving one stride of whatever 
length desired. After an easy stone wall 
came an open ditch and post and rails of 
maximum spread, followed by the fifth 
and last crossing of the stream with one 
stride up the bank and then over a brush, 
and a plain brush as the final fence.

usual, by the individual cup for each player. 
These, with the addition of several cups 
presented by club members and others 
interested in the sport, made a consider- 
able collection of trophies gathered by the 
polo representatives of the Buffalo Coun- 
try Club. 

In an expert estimate of the teams in 
the Polo Association this season West- 
chester (Newport), Meadow Brook and 
Myopia are ranked in the first class, and 
all others, including Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago, St. Louis and Buffalo, inthe sec- 
ond class, Buffalo being conceded to be en- 
titled to first honors in the class to which 
it is thus carelessly assigned. There are

Harry DeLeyer and Snowman had an 
exciting win in the FEI Bonus Point 
class, where there was a surprising num- 
ber of falls, but also some very well- 
ridden clear rounds, notably Kathy Kusner 
on High Noon, to finish second by virtue 
of time. The USET’s new riders made 
themselves felt throughout, and Frank 
Chapot rode both the loaned-to-the-team 
champion and his own Good Joe, reserve 
in the green jumper division.

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When Was Your Tack 


Last Stripped? 


In theory tack should be stripped every 
time you use it, but I’m afraid few of us 
have time these days for such perfection, 
It’s a pity, as nothing gives one a nicer 
**feel’’? than beautifully cleaned supple 
tack, It should at any rate be wiped over 
each time it’s used, be well sponged and 
soaped whenever muddy or sweaty, and 
stripped once a week, This is a hateful 
chore done in an arctic barn with inad- 
equate and perhaps dirty eq: ipment. It is 
quite a pleasant onedone ina warm kitchen 
with plenty of nice clean sponges and 
rags and no, it does NOT mess up the 
kitchen, All metal work should be put to 
soak in very hot water with detergent, 
all leather parts should be sponged with 
lukewarm water with a clean sponge, pay- 
ing particular attention to the inside of the 
head piece and inner side of the reins. 

If the saddle is very dirty, scrub it 
with a soft brush. If you have had to make 
any leather very wet, dry well with a bit 
of old bathtowelling and then soap well. 
Your soap sponge should only be damp 
and the soap worked well in so that when 
you have finished it should all feel supple, 
but not sticky. Metal work should be 
rinsed and rubbed up with a clean rag. 
If the water was really hot this should 
give it a good shine unless any of it is 
nickel, in which case you will have to use 
metal polish if you want it to look really 
smart. A saddle and snaffle can be sponged 
dried and soaped without being stripped 
in about ten minutes. If you strip it, it 
takes perhaps twenty, really notvery long, 
and your tack will look better, feel nicer 
and wear longer. When you strip it, check 
for worn holes, stitching coming undone, 
stirrups wearing, and fairly frequently 
check the girth straps where they are 
joined to the saddle. 

A sheepskin pad should be thickly 
dusted with powder, left overnight and 
brushed off next day. If allowed to become 
quite impossibly dirty it can be washed 
in warm soapy water, well rinsed and 
buckskin cleaner applied to the reverse 
side when dry. It dries best out side on a 
sunny windy day.

In a fast get-away Milwaukee took the 
lead in the finals inthe first chukker of the 
U.S. National Open Championship at the 
Oak Brook Polo Club, Hinsdale, ILl., Sept.

Holden White 


Just why polo comes to an abrupt halt 
in the middle of September at the latest in 
England when invariably all September and 
most of October turns up gorgeous might 
seem a mystery. It’s tradition, For gen- 
erations polo-playing people took off for 
Scotland, ‘‘The Glorious Twelfth” and 
grouse mid-August. Gradually over the 
past ten years the polo season has been 
extended, even though reluctantly by some 
people. Said extension has brought con- 
siderable good sport, good fun to many 
players and public who cannot now afford 
to shoot grouse. Practice periods start 
here April 1, and from May 1 onwards 
ponies and players are going for the 
silverware with no let up. 

For a dozen years or more we’ve 
been bellowing at the powers-that-be to 
Start a little later, have a breather in 
August, and continue until late Septem- 
ber. Tradition still partly rules, In some 
parts we have got it extended to mid- 
September, but the argumentative bellow- 
ing of this American voice seems to bring 
out against tradition the likely fomenting 
of another ‘‘Boston Tea Party”. 

Polo-wise, weather-wise, and all but 
public-paying-wise this 1961 season has 
been the best since Coronation Year in 
1953. There have been the usual amount 
of foreign “‘visiting firemen,” players 
to make things interesting and smarten 
things up. By the same token a lot of 
home-bred (produced since the last war) 
players have not just come on, but really 
improved, We are not talking about “‘In- 
ternational” stuff of the old days, but by 
and large players which should be moved 
from either their minus (they have such 
here) handicaps and a lot playing at zero 
and/or 1, They should be moved up and it 
will be seen what happens when the Hurl- 
ingham Polo Association Handicap Com- 
mittee does when it meets in October. 

Unquestionably 22 year-old Paul 
Withers will be raised from 4 goals to 5 
(many think he ought to go to 6) and 29 
year-old Maj. Ronnie Ferguson will go 
from 3 to 4, These sound like miniscule 
handicaps, but remember since 1946 no 
British player has held a higher than 6 
handicap. 


The potential of a resumption of the 
Westchester Cup is mounting, providing 
there is - no war and that moneyed- 
patrons can by found to mount the team 
and pay the freight. Not for one instant 
do we say a team composed of Lord 
Patrick Beresford, The Marquis of Water- 
ford, Paul Withers and Maj. Ferguson 
could take on say the combination of a 
couple of Barry brothers, Cecil Smith, 
George Oliver, Russ Firestone et al. But 
these youngsters, plus a couple of others, 
are on the make. They are on their way 
up and anytime now will give a good 20 


goal team a battle. 

They won the 14-goal handicap Har- 
rison Cup this season, and after settling 
down, played well. Said final provided the 
writer with a lovely situation, He could 
not lose, Playing as The Hurlingham Colts 
the youngsters met our own team Polo 
Cottage in the final. Mounting three people 
on our own team and Paul Withers on the 
opposition there we were. We had organiz- 
ed ‘‘The Colts” so from the sidelines 
were telling each what to do, The Colts 
won 5-3, 

The first major tournament of the sea- 
son (June and Royal Ascot Week) was the 
Royal Windsor Cup with teams from all 
over the country competing. Sao Silvestre 
from The Argentine (W. Simenson, R. G. 
Rollinson, J, Adau, Alec Mahanovitch) won 
it in a breeze from Windsor (Col, Gerard 
Leigh, Lord Beresford, Prince Phillip, 
Maj. Ferguson), 

Right after this was the annual County 
Cup, the oldest as wellas the most gigantic 
silver-piece played for now. The Jersey 
Lillies (Jeremy Barber, BijaiSingh, Hanut 
Singh, Eric Moller) won this beating a 
goodish, but not on that day, Cirencester 
team. 

Straight back to “‘big business’’ polo- 
wise - up came the Cowdray Gold Cup 
which is the most sought polo big fish in 
England today. Cut out of it, on account of 
a peculiar accident to his leg, was Prince 
Phillip and this leg kept him out of polo 
the rest of the season,

In listing the teams we have put the 
cart before the horse as Cowdray Park 
won in the final against Laversine. The 
early rounds of it were brilliant, and just 
how Cowdray got by San Miguel onthe way 
to the final is difficult to ascertain. At only 
5 goals handicap Senor McDonnell of the 
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Argentine is plenty cheap, But Count Ellie 
de Roschild’s Laversine team rode out tp 
defend their third Cowdray Gold Cup, hay. 
ing won it the last two years. 

In the first wo and one half periods 
Cowdray walked away with it. Then Laver. 
sine started back, Just a goal ahead when 
linchpin Alec Harper got a hard blow on 
his right arm from a stick, It was numb 
and he had to retire. Off the sidelines came 
the veteran Internationalist John Lakin, As 
he told us, ‘‘Cripes, I never thought to play, 
had a lot of martinis and a bottle of good 
wine as well as four goes at the Sunday 
roast beef’’. With his invariable punchan 
go John Lakin picked Cowdray up and they 
won, 7-6, 

That Cowdray win puts Viscount Cow. 
dray and Count Ellie de Roschild even as 
both have now won it twice. 

The annual Cowdray ‘‘cum Goodwood” 
(on account of the racing each day) week 
congregated teams and fans from all over 
the country. 

In fine hot weather with the grounds 
hard and fast the four matches every day 
were brilliant. 

The Centaurs (Jorge Moreno, John 
Lucas, Chino Gracida, Evelyn de Rosh- 
child) nosed out Cowdray (Ali-Begg, P, 
Withers, A. Harper, J. Lakin) to win the 
high-goal Cowdray Cup. 

We have already reported the resultof 
the 14-goal Harrison Cup. In the Aeotea 
subsidiary Cup of this tournament Cow- 
dray (Mrs. J. Lakin, Lord Brecknock, P, 
Dollar, J. Lakin) just nosed out Cheshire 
(Lord Rocksavage, G. Lorenti, Rojas Lan- 
usse, M. Moseley). 

In the final of the 21 teams in the 
Holden White Cup (low goal) Kirtlington 
(R. Fleming, Miss J. Forward, J. Mac- 
donald-Buchanan, Brig. G. Fanshaw) 
easily beat Cowdray (Mrs. J. Lakin, S. 
Walford, P. Dollar, M. Hare). Michael 
Hare, son of the current Minister of 
Labor, has only just graduated from 
Harvard where he played polo, 

The ‘“‘big shots” alias the higher 
handicapped players right after this took 
off for the annual jamboree and three 
weeks of hot polo at Deauville, France, 
The two ‘‘hot’”’ teams were Laversine and 
San Miguel. Luck of the draw caught them 
battling in the first round. The young, 
really going, San Miguel team won that 
9-6. Other teams were good enough - 
particularly the Italian side with Argentine 
Carlos de la Serna operating it at No, 3 - 
but San Miguel walked through to win the 
Gold Cup, 

Cirencester from Aug. 29 to Sept. 3 
came up with an intriguing tournament. 
Limited to teams of no more than 9 goals 
and no less than 3 goals it was played 
*‘open”’, That means no handicap given or 
taken, They had not one, but two subsidiary 
tournaments which meant any team spend- 
ing the time and cash to go there were 
assured of at least three games. 

Again from all over the country, this 
tournament drew 12 entries. As the veteran 
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Friday, October 20, 1961 
London Times polo reporter John Board 
remarked to us, ‘*This is a hell of a sight 
better than 9 goal polo”. 

Our own Polo Cottage team won this 
event and picked up the very old Chelten- 
ham Cup. In the 18 matches played for 
this cup it is interesting to note that had 
it not been ‘‘open” (no handicap), only 
one, repeat one, result would have been 
changed. This would have been the 
Cheshire-Polo Cottage opening round 
when, with the score tied in the final period, 
Polo Cottage got the winning goal after the 
final bell. On handicap they would have 
lost by half a goal. 

The Polo Cottage side was also in- 
teresting as it was a pair of fathers and 
sons - polo players. Ted Marriage Jr., 
Fred Withers, Paul Withers, Ted Marriage 
Sr. Except when ‘‘Old Earl’’ and ‘*Young 
Earl” Hopping played together, how long 
since, not one but two fathers and sons 
won a good polo tournament? 

Polo here looks forward to a good 1962 
season mainly headlined by a young Aus- 
tralian team. This will be brought by Bob 
Asheton who with his four brothers made 
polo history here and at Meadow Brook, 
The team will be built around young 
Sinclair ‘‘Hilly-Billy’’ Hill yho learned his 
polo here 7 years ago and is now at 6 
goals, (Australian) handicap.

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Children’s Day at Pennsylvania National 


For the first time in the 16-year-old 
history of the Pennsylvania National Horse 
Show, the entire first day’s program, 
except for the International Preliminary, 
was set aside for junior riders. 

For several years, entries for the 
junior hunter and hunter pony divisions 
have been increasing mightily, with the 
result that an entire day and evening is 
now needed to accommodate them. Despite 
this long stint, the young riders emerged 
looking as neat and fresh at midnight as 
they had at 8 o’clock in the morning when 
the first event began. 

The pony division called for a com- 
bined championship in the program, but a 
decision was made to divide it into large 
and small sections, with the result that 
two of the ponies which acquitted them- 
selves so admirably on the U, S, Pony 
team overseas last summer, gained cham- 
pionships in each section, Wizard of Oz, 
owned and ridden by Miss Susan W, Burr, 
of Kimberton, Pa., was small pony cham- 
pion with nine points, while Hot Shot Kid, 
owned and ridden by Miss Terry Rudd, of 
Berwyn, Pa., was large pony champion, 
after a three-way tie and hack-off. 

Wizard of Oz won the hack class and 
two thirds, while the reserve title in the 
section went to Waverly Farms’ Johnny 
Cake, ridden by Beaver Tate, of Cockeys- 
ville, Md., who won a first and second 
for eight points. 

In the large pony section, points were 
widely scattered, with no pony compiling 
more than five points. Hot Shot Kid won a 
second and a third, while the other two 
who tied, namely Cozy Cosette, owned by 
Barclay H, Bloomgarden, Chestertown, 
Md., and Poohbear, owned by Miss Rebecca 
Ann Foulke, Philadelphia, each won first 
place victories for five points apiece. But 
in the hack-off, Terry’s neat little bay 
gelding went very prettily to get the nod 
from the judges. 

A hack-off also was needed to decide 
the junior working hunter title between 
Kimber Lady, ridden by owner Diana 
Yeager, of Cockeysville, Md., and 
Jonapone, of Belvedere Farms, Washing- 
ton, D, C., ridden by Miss Bobbie Gardner, 
Each had totalled 6 points, by winning a 
first and a fourth, 

It must have been a hard decision for 
the judges, for both mares hacked well. 
Jonapone seemed to trot a little better, 
while Kimber Lady cantered better, 
making the choice difficult. The judges 
gave it to the latter by a delicate shade. 

Timmy Kees, of Sparks, Md., topped a 
field of 43 programmed equitation riders 
to earn the gold medal in the ASHA class, 
hunter seat. 

The entry list of 75 junior hunters and 
70 ponies read like an equine blue book, 
for some of the finest in the nation were 
represented, and nearly all the perform- 
ances were of excellent quality. The 


stands were packed with children during 
the afternoon session and these youngsters 
voiced their enthusiasm with hearty cheers 
as each pony negotiated each fence, adding 
a delightfully joyful note to the pro- 
ceedings. 

The children’s knockdown and out con- 
cluded the evening’s performance, with 21 
horses entered, Of these, five covered the 
1l-jump course without a knockdown, and 
five others made 10 clean jumps to tie for 
sixth, These elected to jump off for 
sixth place, and required a second jump- 
off, as well. In the jump-off for first 
place, Little Midget, owned by Notting- 
ham Pony Farm, Nottingham, Pa., ridden 
by Dale Pennell, made eight clean jumps 
to take first place, and Bon Soir, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred J. Hughes, Jr., Rock- 
ville, Md. placed second. Last year’s 
winner, Town Talk, snow-white gelding 
owned and ridden by Jerre Frankhouser, 
Gordonville, Pa., also was in the jump- 
off, and placed third, 

The high spot of the evening, as always, 
was the parade ofthe International Teams, 
each team led by a color guard of mounted 
Pennsylvania State Police, Governor David 
L, Lawrence was present to take the salute 
of the nations as they passed in review - 
Argentina, Canada, Ireland, Mexico, and 
the United States. The Second U.S. Army 
Band, of Fort Meade, Md., provided the 
music for the national anthems. 

Then in the International Preliminary, 
Argentina took the measure of the other 
nations in no uncertain terms by winning 
first, second and third for a commanding 
lead of 20 points in the international 
competition, Their most seasoned rider, 
Dr. Hugo Miguual Arrambide, was the 
hero of the night, winning first and second 
in the class, which provided that each 
rider might ride two horses, both scores 
to count, 

Time also counted on the first round, 
eliminating the necessity for a jump-off 
unless there was equality of both faults 
and time, and Dr. Arrambide saw to it 
that there wasn’t. He took his dappled gray 
Malairo around the course in a scorching 
30.3 seconds, cutting the corners to 
nothing, and making notafault, to earn 
first place. Earlier he had a faultless 
ride aboard S’il Vous Plait in 33 seconds 
flat, which clinched second place, His 
team mate, Lt. Eduardo Castaing, with a 
clean ride in 33.8 seconds on Merlin 
placed third, while fourth place went to 
Mexico’s Ruben Uriza, riding Perico fault- 
lessly in 35.1 seconds, 

Riding for the United States were 
Team Captain William Steinkraus, Miss 
Kathy Kusner and Frank Chapot, Stein- 
kraus with Ksar D’Esprit had the only 
clean ride in 37.4 seconds, Also with 
clean rides, but ahead of Steinkraus as 
far as time was concerned was Canada’s 
Melvin Stone, who completed the course 
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with Top Gallant in 37.2 seconds, and 
Joaquine Perez de las Heras, Mexico, who 
rode Commodoro around the course in 35,2 
seconds, 

That first night’s victory gave Dr, 
Arrambide a formidable lead for individuaj 
honors, for he earned 16 points at one 
fell swoop, This made him look hard to 
catch up with, and at that moment, only 
time would tell the outcome, The 
Argentinian ace was with his nation’s 
team when they competed here in 1959, 
but was not on the team during its earlier 
appearance in 1957, M.LS,

Leverett Miller’s Prow was third a length 
in front of the odds-on favorite, Royal 
Vision, which ran well up all the way, but 
appeared to lack a closing drive.

Gimpel, Kronos XX, Absinth, Nurmi, and 
Fasan in Berlin, 1936; Bill Biddle, foaled 
at Trakehnen in 1938, under Captain R. L 
Borg (U.S.A.) in Helsinki, 1952; Polar- 
stern, foaled in West Germany, 1946, 
excellent military horse bought by Sweden 
as stud horse; Bones, foaled in East 
Prussia, 1941, owner Royal Scots Greys, 
a jumper well known in European com- 
petitions; Perkunos, foaled in East 
Prussia, 1943, best German dressage 
horse of 1952; and Adular and Afrika in 
Stockholm, 1956, 

“Horses of six nations at the Olympics 
in Helsinki in 1952 carried Trakehner 
blood, The 1952 Pardubitzer Steeple Chase 
was won by a Trakehner for the 10th 
time since 1923, putting them in the top 
spot in this competition, A Trakehner by 
Haudegen by Pythagoras was fourth best 
German jumping horse of 1952, This could 
be continued over a whole page.”
